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Piratical Pilots. 
Lonpon, August 8. 

Information is received here from 
the Straits of Nertieth, on the Yenikal, 
one of the most dangerous passages in 
the Black Sea, that an individual 
named Franceses, a former pilot of 
Italian Aregino, was at the head of a 
band of pirates of various nations— 
English, Italians, Greeks and Russians 


—who made their living by disasters 


on the coast. They were in collusion 
with pilots, and charged large sums 
for assisting vessels which the pilots 
suffered to go ashore. In less than 
two years 50 vessels were stranded 
and had recourse to the assistance of 
these pirates. The English Marine 
Insurance Company, on learning these 
facts, sent an agent to Odessa to lay 
the matter before the authorities. A 
preliminary inquiry fully confirmed 
the suspicions of the public, and it is 
said some Government officials are 
com promised in the matter.

New York dispatches mention 
the arrival of the great multi-charge 
cannon, which is expected to con- 
stitute a new departure in ordnance, 
Heretofore all cannon have received 
the full charge ot powder ip the 


breech, but the multi-charge gun 
contains four ‘pockets’? underneath, 
each of which holds 28 pounds 
of powder, while the breech: it- 
self holds but eighteen pounds, 
As the projectile starts from the 
breech, the force of this entire 130 

unds of powder is concentrated on 
t, one pocket“ after another rap- 
idly discharging its contents. The 
gun is 25 feet long and weighs 25 
tous. It is rendered doubly strong 
by a steel lining, and, it is thought, 
can hurl a projectile through a 
solid piece of iron 24 inches thick. 
It will shoot, so it is claimed, for 12 
to 16 miles, and is intended for 
both harbor and naval defense, The 
present gun was manufactured at a 
cost of over $50,000, The projec- 
tiles with which it is — weigh 
from 100 to 150 pounds.
